“Though he will not rise and give him, because he is his 
friend, yet because of his tmportunity he will rise and give 
him as many as he needeth. And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you.”—Luke 11:8, 9. 


There are two passages in the 
Gospel of Luke which throw a 
flood of light upon the question, 
What sort of praying it is that 
prevails with God and obtains 
what it seeks from Him; and also 
upon the question, Why it is that 
many prayers of God’s own chil- 
dren come short of obtaining that 
which we seek of:God. The first 
of these .two passages you will 
find in Luke 11:5-8; our Lord Je- 
sus Himself is the speaker: 

“And he said unto them, Which 
of you shall have a friend, and 
shall go unto him at midnight, and 
say unto him, Friend, lend me 
three loaves; For a friend of mine 
is come to me from a journey, and 
I have nothing to set before him; 
and he from within shall answer 
and say, Trouble me not: the door 
is now shut, and my children are 
with me in bed; I cannot rise and 
give thee? I say unto you, Though 
he will not rise and give him be- 
cause he is his friend, yet BE- 
CAUSE OF HIS IMPORTUNITY 
he will arise and give him as 
many as he needeth. And I say 
unto you, Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened un- 
to you. For every one that asketh 
receweth; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that knocketh 
it shall ne opened.” 


Keep on Praying Till You 
Get It! 


The central lesson in this para- 


ble of our Lord’s is, that, When 


we pray, if we do not obtain the 
thing the first time we ask for 
it, we should pray again; and if 
we do not obtain it the second 
time, we should pray a third time; 
and if we do not obtain it the 
hundredth time we pray, we 
should go on praying until we do 
get it. We should do much think- 
ing before we ask anything of 
God and be clear that the thing 
that we ask is according to His 
will; we should not rush _ heed- 


lessly into God’s presence and ask

Canaanites had taken great plea- 
sure in torturing his victims. In 
the case of his captive kings, he 
had severed their thumbs and big 
toes, making them unfit for war- 
fare again. Then they were forced 


He was a cruel king. He took 
delight in torturing the kings he 
had captured. Sin is always cruel. 
Satan is cruel. Malice is cruel. 
“Jealousy is cruel as the grave” 
(Song of Sol. 8:6). So, in one 
way or another, sinners are al- 
ways cruel. A sinner husband is 
often cruel to his wife. A son who 
is lost will cruelly break a godly 
mother’s heart with his rebellion 
and disobedience. Sinner parents 
will sometimes react most violent- 
ly when little children come home 
from a revival to report that they 


to scramble for scraps of food un- 
der the king’s table like animals. 
“But he that doeth wrong shall 
receive for the wrong which _he 
hath done: and there is no respect 
of persons” (Col. 3:25). After 
many bloody conquests the tide of 
battle finally turned. Adoni-bezek 
fled the scene but the enemy 
caught him “and cut off his 
thumbs and his great toes. And 
Adoni-bezgk said, Threescore and 
ten kings, having their thumbs 
and their great toes cut off, gath- 
ered their meat under my table: 
as I have done, so God hath re- 
quited me. And they brought him 
to Jerusalem, and there he died” 
(Judges 1:6b-7). 


“God hath requited me.” The 
word “‘requited” speaks of retalia- 
tion. It is as if the king said, ‘‘God 
has paid me back!” 


Did Solomon have this in mind 

when he said, “Whoso diggeth a 
pit shall fall therein: and he that 
rolleth a stone, it will return up- 
on him” (Prov. 26:27)? 
. Adoni-bezek was a_ king! -He 
thought he could get by with his 
cruelties. He had position, power 
and prestige. But finally his sin 
found him out. How many people 
imagine they can outwit the judg- 
ment of God because of their pow- 
er and position! 

He was a conceited king! He ob- 
viously was proud and haughty. 
He must have gloated in his in- 
humanity to these conquered 
kings. Sinners are always proud 
and self-centered. Many times they 
are self-righteous. A man will say, 
“I’m not so _ bad,” though God 
has declared that “all have sinned, 


and come short” (Rom, 3:23). 
They talk about being ‘good 
hearted,’ though God _ describes 


the human heart as. “deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked” (Jer. 17:9). Sinners are 
easily deceived and duped. Bitter 
seems sweet to them, and wrong 
seems right. “There is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways 
of death’ (Prov. 14:12). 

He was a conquering king! He 
felt his superiority. He had cap- 
tured many kings. In this respect 


found Jesus that night in the 
meeting. And often the children 
are subjected to subsequent cruel- 
ties when they seek to live for 
Christ. And, if you are not saved, 
think of the cruel way in which 
you are treating the Son of God 
—by your sinful rebellion and 
selfish rejection—after He suf- 
fered and bled and died for you! 


Observe, also, that Adoni-bezek 
became a captured king. His 
victories came to an end. And in 
verse 6 we find him fleeing, pur- 
sued, cornered, caught! Sooner or 
later sin catches up with the sin- 
ner. “Be sure your sin will find 
you out!” (Num, 32:23b). 


And apparently, before the 
death of this king, he became a 
convicted king, for in verse 7 he 
admitted that GOD had paid him 
back—that it was God who had 
brought him down to defeat. “God 
hath requited me.”’ But his con- 
viction came too late to save him! 

Finally he became a conquered 
king—the king became a corpse! 
The grim reaper finally conquered. 
Even so, “it is appointed unto man 
once to die” (Heb. 9:27). Every 
wise man and woman will pre- 
pare for the inevitable. 

This king received sin’s wages, 
death! (Rom. 6:23) The boomers 
ang had returned. 

It always does! 

Retribution is sure. 

“The fidler must be paid.” 

God will even the score. 

Throughout the Bible we see 
this. Pharaoh laid his plans to

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The Commission, Power, Soul-winning 
Results and Method of New 
Testament Churches

“And daily in the temple, and in every house, they 
ceased not to teach and preach Jesus Christ.’—Acts 5:42. 


We have only one pattern for 
the church, only one rule of faith 
and practice, and that is as found 
in the Scriptures. No manual of 
church discipline, no rules of a 
denominational group can ever 


substitute for what the Scripture 


gives us as its pattern for soul 
winning, its pattern for church or- 
ganization, its pattern for duties 
of the church. Now I would like 
to go to the Bible and see what 
the Bible says about the local 
New Testament church: what its 
job was, where it received its 
power, and how it got the job 
done. 


I. The Soul-Winning Commis- 
sion Jesus Gave Us 


First of all, look at Matthew 
28:18-20: “And Jesus came and 
spake unto them, saying, All pow- 
er is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth. Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” Actually the word 
“power” should be translated au- 
thority. “All authority is given 
unto me,” Jesus said, “in heaven 
and in earth. Go ye therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to. observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” 


We call this the Great Com- 
mission passage, for it gives the 
last words of Jesus to His dis- 
ciples before His return to Heav- 
en. These were His marching or- 
ders. He was outlining their du- 
ties. 

In John 20:21 He says, “As my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you.” He was giving here the 
job to the church. The New Testa- 
ment commission is to win souls 
as Jesus did. 

Hereis the pattern then for the

disciples. First of all, go and 
teach people how to be saved. Get 
them to honestly repent of their 
Sins and accept the Saviour, 


Then after the disciples did 
that, they were to teach the new 
converts to do exactly what Christ 
had commanded them, the original 
disciples, to do. 

Therefore, from generation to 
generation since the apesties, we 
have had passed on down to us 
the Great Commission of getting 
people saved, baptizing them, and 
then sending them out to be soul 
winners. 

In Acts 1:8 we find in dif- 
ferent words essentially the same 
commission that Jesus gave in 
Matthew 28. The Scripture here 
says, “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” Jesus was giving the 
commission to the church. 

Will you see that the main 
thing Jesus Christ left for church- 
es to do is to get people saved. 
That is the main job. That is the

primary thing. Therefore, a fail- 
ure in soul winning, a church’s 
failure to win people to Christ is 
not an incidental failure. It is a 
basic, primary failure in the most 
important thing that was left for 
the church to do. 

Here Jesus Christ is giving 
marching orders to every Chris- 
tian, and when He gives this com- 
mission to us, it is the main thing. 
Note that He did not send the 
church out to build great church 
buildings. Did you know that you 
won't find one single word in alli 
the New ‘Testament Scriptures 
about building a church’ house? 
Not a thing. Don’t get me wrong, 
I believe in church buildings. But 
listen, will you see that the main 
thing to get done for Jesus Christ 
is not to build a church house? 


There are so many people that 
will break their backs to build a 
church building, or to make the 
building attractive. But that is 
not what Jesus Christ primarily 
sent us to do. Many young church- 
es grow quickly until they get in- 
volved in a building program. 
Then the tendency is to leave off 
the important matter of soul win- 
ning and become all involved in a 
building project. Many churches 
never do recover again the zeal 
they once had for souls. A church 
building should be practical and 
useful. A good building is neces- 
sary to the carrying out of the 
Lord’s work, but it is never to be 
the main thing in the minds of 
Christian people. The building is 
simply a means toward ‘the end 
of getting people saved. 

When Jesus Christ left the dis- 
ciples behind, He did not instruct 
them to build a great organiza- 
tion. Churches ought to be well 
organized and are to function ef- 
fectively in soul winning. But the 
best organization in all the world, 
unless it is streamlined and geared 
to soul winning, will fail to get 
the main job done for the Lord 
Jesus, 

Nor did Christ commission His 
churches to be great social insti- 
tutions. I believe churches have 
some social responsibility. Surely 
God’s work has some social obli-' 
gations to its people, but churches 
today have gone to seed about 
this matter of social programs, .so- 
cial culture, social activities and 
have left out the main thing. Je- 
sus Christ came ‘“‘to seek and to 
save that which was lost.’ The 
church then should be involved in 
the main thing that Jesus Christ 
came to do. 

A few years ago it was my priv- 
ilege to take a guided tour 
through the Ford Assembly Plant 
along the River Rouge in Detroit, 
Michigan. It was a very interest- 
ing and fascinating trip. A Ford 
bus took us along the Express- 
way southwest out of the city of 
Detroit. As we approached a ser- 
ies of long low buildings, our 
guide said, “You are now ap- 
proaching the great River Rouge 
Ford Plant.’ Then he told us 
some interesting facts about the 
plant. There were some _ sixty 
thousand workers with a daily 
payroll of a million and a half 
dollars. The guide said that each 
day they produced 1,042 completed 
automobiles. It was a tremendous 
plant. 

As we went into the main gate, 
he pointed out the engine plant, 
the glass factory, and the trans- 
mission plant. Off to the right our 
guide showed us the steel mill 
where the Ford motor car com- 
pany makes its own steel products.

Dangerous Tendencies 
Alarm Bible-Believers 


Redpath Commends Ferre; Wheaton Says Position on Inspira- 
tion Not Static; Evangelical Leaders Need to Be Seriously 
Disturbed and on Guard Against Encroaching Unbelief

Last week this editor had an 
extended article on ‘Mechanical 
Dictation, or Verbal Inspiration.” 
Now I feel burdened to write 
further about the weakening posi- 
tion of good men concerning the 
fundamentals of the faith, special- 
ly concerning verbal inspiration of 
the Bible. 


We take too lightly, I fear, the 
severe command of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, “Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing,. but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves” (Matt. 7:15). It 
is a warning often repeated in 
the epistles. Wolves come, but 
they look like sheep and pretend 
to be sheep. False prophets arise, 
but they appear to be popular 
preachers and they claim to be 
evangelical and orthodox. But 
year in and year. out, down 
through all the ages, there has 
been a constant falling away from 
sound doctrine and from loyalty 
to Christ and the Bible among 
those who were formerly evan- 
gelical Christians. 

It ought to be solemn warning 
to all evangelical leaders. that 
Chuck Templeton, once a fervent 


evangelist and leader in Youth 
for Christ, an outspoken funda- 
mentalist, was urged to go to 


Princeton “for prestige and there 
opened himself to false teaching. 
Then, keeping company with Na- 
tional Council of Churches lead- 
ers and modernists, he finally 
made shipwreck of the faith and 
left the ministry. 

We have very sadly called at- 
tention to the case of Sherman 
Roddy. Once pastor of a funda- 
mentalist church, then teacher in 
the Conservative Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary at Denver, he 
now has repudiated historic Chris- 
tianity, calls the God of the Bi- 
ble “the sadistic God,’ says that 
fundamentalists are ‘“pharisaical 
prigs and hypocrites” and _indi- 
cates that the worst thing about 
fundamentalists is that they give 
an invitation for people to come 
to Christ and confess Him openly. 
The case of Sherman Roddy ought 
to make those who influenced him 
in the “new evangelical’ move- 
ment tremble and blush, and ought 
to make all of us beware. 

On every side there are indica- 
tions of a great slipping away 
from the fundamentals of the 
faith. We have sadly mentioned 
before the case of Dr. Bernard 
Ramm and his book, The Chris- 
tian View of Science and Scrip- 
ture, so highly praised by Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith, named by Dr. 
Billy Graham as the most help- 
ful book he had read recently. Dr. 
Ramm believes in the inspiration 
of the Bible, but holds that the 
scientific and historical accuracy 
is limited by the knowlédge of the 
times and Hebrew. cultufe,;” and 
‘holds to what amounts to theistic 
evolution. The worship of science 
and scholarship has enamored and 
trapped many before now. 


Moedy Church Pastor Hears 
and Commends Famous In- 
fidel, Nels F. S. Ferre 


This slipping away from thé 
fundamentals of the faith is il- 
lustrated by ‘an article in Moody 
Church News for November, 1958, 
page 12, where the pastor, Dr. 
Alan Redpath, quotes from his 
diary for Monday, September 29, 
praising Nels F. S. Ferre. He says, 
“T attended a ministers’ retreat 
at Evanston under the auspices 
of the Church Federation of 
Greater Chicago. Nearly 400 min- 
isters were present .... We were 
greatly challenged by the mes- 
sage of Dr. Ferre, president of 
Andover Newton Theological 
School. His emphasis on the tran- 
scendence of God, the sinfulness 
of man, and triumph over death in 
the risen Christ were all challeng- 
ing an@ most enlightening.” ™ 

Moody Church was founded by 
the late D. L. Moody, has had 
only outspoken fundamentalists as 
pastors in the past, including 
R. A. Torrey, A. C. Dickson, Paul 


Rader, Dr. Philpott, and more re- 
cently, Dr. H. A. Ironside. Now 
the present pastor fellowships 
with outright modernists in the 
Church Federation of Greater 
Chicago, hears and praises Nels 
Ferre. 


We believe that Ferre, along 
with Bishop Oxnam, is perhaps 
the most hurtful and outspoken 
infidel today claiming to be 
Christian. And I mean infidel in 
the sense that he denies all the 
essentials of the Christian faith, 
including the infallible accuracy 
of the Bible, the deity of Christ, 
the blood atonement, the virgin 
birth, ete. 

In. his book, The Christian Un- 
derstanding of God, page 191, 
Ferre says, “Mary, we remember, 
was found pregnant before her en- 
gagement to mild Joseph. Naza- 
reth was hard by a Roman gar- 
rison where the soldiers ‘were 
German mercenaries. Jesus is also 
reported throughout a continuous 
part of the history of art, it is 
claimed, to have been blond. This 
is supposedly unnatural for the 
Mediterranean countries where 
this same tradition started and 
was continued. Hence Jesus must 
have been the child of a German 
soldier! After all, the claim de- 
velops, such is the experience of 
many girls near military camps 

. such an interpretation has 
been made of his life, and who 
can deny that such a conjecture 
could be true?” 

On page 175 he says that the 
Bible is not finished. At the top 
of page 108 he accuses Jesus, say- 
ing, “, . . The passages where he 
speaks of himself, if allowed as 
at all genuine in import, are al- 
most neurotically self-concerned 
and invidious of others as thieves 
and robbers”! ‘That blasphemy 
about the perfect Lord Jesus! 

On page 192 Ferre says, ‘“‘The 
birth stories /in the Bible] are, 
to be sure, most improbable on 
other grounds ....’ On page 214, 
concerning the Bible, Ferre says, 
“The records are obviously con- 
fused and accounts do not always 
seem to agree.” He dwells at 
length on the sinfulness of Jesus, 
the weakness of Jesus, the limita- 
tions of Jesus. 

One whole book of Nels Ferre, 
The Sun and the Umbrella, is on 
the theme that “‘the Gospel is the 
good news of God. Whatever hin- 
ders the news is bad; whatever 
helps is good,” and that the um- 
brellas which keep us from under- 
standing the good news and keep 
us from touch with God are “An 
Umbrella Called Christ’ (chap- 
ter 1), “An Umbrella Called the 
Bible” (chapter 2), etc. 

In-other books, Ferre distinctly 
takes the Marxist-socialist posi- 
tion akin to communism, And here 
Dr. Alan Redpath, who came to 
Moody Church as a fundamental- 
ist and who has before now recom- 
mended association and fellow- 
ship with modernists,. puts his ap- 
provah on one of the most in- 
famous and hurtful modernists of 
our time! Even Methodists could 
not take the anti-Christian, anti- 
biblical teachings of Ferre, and 
church leaders were forced to can- 
cel his engagement at Lake Juna- 
Luska in North Carolina. Pressure 
was so great that he resigned 
from the Graduate School of Re- 
ligion at Vanderbilt University 
and went back to Andover New- 
ton Seminary. But the man too. 
radical for southern Methodists, 
the man whose coming to South- 
ern Baptist Seminary at Louisville 
caused such an uproar, is now 


in the Wheaton College “neg 


disavowing what he calls “me- 
chanical dictation,” which he says 
some people hold. We showed that 
that is a false position, and with- 
out judging Dr. Edman’s motives, 
we feel it is unwise to*take up 
the terminology of modernists to 
berate fundamentalists, and par- 
ticularly when modernists have 
made here a false issue. 


But there are other reasons why 
friends of Wheaton should be con- 
cerned and on guard to keep 
Wheaton College from slipping, 
perhaps unconsciously, away from 
the out-and-out’ Bible-believing 
position. This is indicated, in my 
humble judgment, by the state- 
ment of faith called, “The Whea- 
ton Position on _ Inspiration,” 
Which was issued in the fall of 
1956. This document was signed 
by sixteen men, the faculty of 
the Department of Bible and Phi- 
losophy in Wheaton College. 


I know a number of these men, 
and I am assured that some of 
them are devoted fundamentalists, 
outspokenly and unashamedly for 
all the basic doctrines of the 
Christian faith. And those whom 
I do not know personally, I trust 
are sincere in their statements 
that they believe in the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible. All my 
six daughters have graduated from 
Wheaton College. Three sons-in- 
law have graduated there and a 
fourth son-in-law is in the senior 
class now. My assistant pastor is 
a graduate of Wheaton College. 
I have thus put thousands of dol- 
lars into the college. I do not 
charge that there is any known 
and avowed modernism in Whea- 
ton College. I do say that there 
are tendencies which cause me 
very grave concern and which 
should arouse Christian people 
against the subtle encroachments 
of unbelief in Wheaton College 
as in many, many other Christian 
institutions. 


In that document, “The Whea- 
ton Position on Inspiration,” the 
sixteen faculty members restate 
the official college position on 
verbal inspiration. They say, “As 
faculty members of Wheaton Col- 
lege we gladly sign each year a 
‘Statement* of Faith’ which in- 
cludes the words: ‘We believe in 
the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments as verbally in- 
spired by God and inerrant in the 
original writing, and that they are 
of supreme and final authority in 
faith and life.’ ”’ 

But, taking that statement 
at face value in all sincerity, 
sensible people know that good 
men do not go wrong intentional- 
ly. Sincere, good men are often 
misled. The heretic always thinks 
himself to be orthodox. Even Nels 
Ferre claims to be an “evangel- 
ical.’ In a recent letter to me, 
Dr. Henry Van Dusen, president 
of Union Theological Seminary, 
New York, asserted boldly that 
he was not a modernist and that 
no member of his faculty claimed 
to be a«modernist! Satan does not 
come in with horns and hoofs and 
smelling of brimstone; he comes 
in as an angel of light. Wolves do 
not come in as wolves, but they 
come disguised in sheep’s clothing. 
And so Satan does not lead bad 
men wrong as much as he leads 
good men wronz. Satan does not 


work as hard to destroy a bad] 


school as a good school. Chris- 
tians should be more concerned 
about Wheaton College, for ex- 
ample, and its safety, than about 


a school already gone aver to-the |- 
rFenemies of the Bible. 


There is a statement in that 
document, “The Wheaton Position 
on Inspiration,” which seems to 
me to contradict verbal inspira- 
tion. In the fifth paragraph, the 
statement says: 

“A true and living orthodoxy, 
we believe, must never become 


static. No true orthodoxy lives on 


the orthodoxy of the past. If we 
are to remain loyal to the faith 
of our fathers, we dare not mere- 
ly repeat their answers to op- 
ponents of a generation ago. We 


must rethink the doctrines of.

rethink the doctrine of inspira- 
tion?’ I feel the same way. If 
we have had what the Bible it- 
self clearly teaches about its own 
inspiration in the past, is there 
some other source from. which 
modern, cultured men can learn 
what is true about the inspiration 
of the Bible? I think not, 


Orthodoxy, says the Wheaton 
Department of Bible and Philoso- 
phy, “must never become static.” 
I understand the word “static” 
means fixed, established, unchang- 
ing. And that is exactly what I 
think orthodoxy should be as it 
relates to the fundamental doc- 
trines of the Bible. 


Is my mind fluid, open to con- 
viction, on the inspiration of the 
Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, and such essen- 
tials of the Christian faith? No, 
it is. not. My mind is static. I 
am already persuaded, The point 
is already proved. My mind may 
be open to learn more details of 
what the Bible itself says or 
means, but as to whether the Bi- 
ble itself is what it claims to be, 
the Word of God, that matter was 
settled long ago. It is not even 
open for argument. I do not see 
why a matter so essential as the 
inspiration of the Bible should not 


be definitely settled for every in- 
formed Christian. So I beg to dif- 
fer with these good brethren. I 
think that in the sense of the fun- 
damentals of the faith, orthodoxy 
should be static, not changeable. 
And I do not believe that any 
further facts or arguments can 
ever change for a devout Christian 
the essential fact of the infallible 
inspiration of the Bible, or of the 
deity of Christ, or of His virgin 
birth, or of His blood atonement, 
or of His bodily resurrection. 
Where God’s Word has unmis- 
takably spoken, then God’s chil- 
dren may rest there in settled, 
static confidence. 


But the terminology here is 
more distressing.in view of the 
language of neo-orthodoxy, and 
the brethren here had somewhat 
in. mind the neo-orthodox posi- 
tion, because they expressly men- 
tion it in the third paragraph from 
the end. I believe the brethren in- 
tended this statement of the 
Wheaton position to be understood 
somewhat in relation to neo-ortho- 
doxy and as an answer to neo- 
orthodoxy. 

And what is the neo-orthodox 
position concerning the Bible? 
It is simply that the Bible is in-

i! Even Machines Make Mistakes 


Most of us have been charmed 
and awed by the amazing reports 
of enchanting wonders in the field 
of electronics. However, even the 
mechanical minds are not perfect 
and several outstanding illustra- 
tions in recent months prove the 
point. For example, in St. Louis 
last fall, officials at the 2,000- 
pupil Beaumont High School got 
involved in what Principal Walter 
Gammeter called “the worst snafu 
he had seen in 34 years of class 
programming.” It seems that the 
school had assigned an electric 


‘brain to channel students to class- 


rooms and class periods—the first 
such electronic experiment of its 
kind in the United States—and 
the machine gave out cards tell- 
ing students which classes. to at- 
tend. 


Something went wrong and the 
resulting confusion gave about 700 
students an electronic run-around. 
Boys reported to girls’ gym classes 
and vice versa, 160 pupils jammed 
into a 100-pupil capacity study 
hall, voice students ended up in 
the band, and other such dilem- 
mas were as common as fleas on 
a’ dog’s back. Gammeter blamed 
the students for making mistakes 
in clerical errors when they filled 
out the punch the brain operates 
on. 


A more serious and more tragic 
mechanical error was made a cou- 
ple of months later in Philadel- 
phia, keeping a 26-year-old mother 
in the House of Correction for 
six months without a_ hearing. 
Called as a witness against a man 
being tried on moral charges in- 
volving her two daughters, Mrs. 
Ethel Bell did not show up and 
the judge issued a bench warrant 
charging her with obstructing jus- 
tice. She was arrested, taken to 
the . House of Correction, and 
should have appeared in court the 
next day. However, instead of 
listing Mrs, Bell as “11,” the code 
number of a material witness, the 
key punch operator of a calculat- 
ing machine erred and the card 
was punched “0011,” the code for 
riotous destruction of property. 
Because of this, the woman was 
classified as a defendent awaiting 
trial and she languished in prison 
for well over five months before 
the error was discovered and Mrs. 
Bell was freed. 


No machine is perfect. Neither 
is any man. The imperfection of 
machines is apparent in _ their 
eventual break down. The imper- 
fection of man is_ manifested 
through his ultimate death. What 
happens to a machine when it is 
destroyed is of relatively little im- 
portance. What happens to a man 
when he dies makes all the dif- 
ference of eternity. That is why 
man needs a Saviour and a reme- 
dy for his sin. That Saviour is 
Christ; the remedy is His precious 
blood.

Benevolent Banker and Merci- 
ful Merchant Sent to Prison 


It is not against the law for a 
banker to be benevolent or a 
merchant to be merciful, but 
when their generosity is made 
possible with $325,000 of fellow 
citizen’s investments, it becomes 
a major crime, The banker, John 
F’. Carpenter, and the merchant, 
Yates H. Williams, each drew 5- 
year Federal prison terms for the 
part they played in helping their 
“less fortunate” North Carolina 
neighbors. Neither of the two ap- 
parently got any of the money 
themselves, but of course that 
did not excuse their dishonesty. 


Carpenter, who had been head 
of his bank for eighteen years, had 
been cashing checks for all but 
five years of that time for friends 
who didn’t have enough money 
to cover them—and “it just grew 
and finally it got out of hand.” 
Carpenter simply put the checks 
and deposit slips in a little box 
and juggled the bank books and 
ledgers to make a balance. In the 
case of Williams, he simply let 
his customers run open charge 
accounts into large figures with- 
out payment, then he _ wrote 
checks on the bank and Carpenter 
approved them. Both of these men, 
you might say, were generous to 
a fault.

“As fire and brimstone rained 
upon the cities, the two men (an- 
gels v. 16) brought wavering Lot 
out just in time to save him. Whe- 
ther the fire ‘rained’ or came 
from a volcano, the timing itself 
was miraculous.” ‘ 


But why should we find trou- 
ble in believing the literal, phy- 
sical miracle stated in Genesis 19: 
24, “Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim- 
stone and fire from the Lord out 
of heaven’? 


Notice that the word ‘Lord’ is 
used twice in that verse. Once the 
Lord is mentioned as the one who 
did it: “The Lord rained upon 
Sodom and upon Gomorrah brim- 
stone and fire.” Once the word is 
used to show from whence the 
fire came: “Brimstone and fire 
from the Lord out of heaven.’ The 
Lord Himself rained the fire and 
brimstone, and it came from the 
Lord in Heaven. So the Bible 
literally says. 

Was this natural fire from a 
volcano, and was the destruction 
of Sodom a matter of nature, as 
other cities have been destroyed 
by voleanos, or was the fire super- 
natural, eternal fire? Jude 7 tells 
us that Sodom and Gomorrah “are 
set forth for an example, suffering 
the vengeance of eternal fire.” It 
was not natural fire but super- 
natural eternal fire, the same fire 
that is in Hell, of which that was 
a clear picture and example, the 
Bible tells us. : 

Unbelievers and scoffers like to 
say that the Bible account of 
Jonah and the whale is only a 
parable, not literally true. When 
Christian people get to wanting 
to be scientific and scholarly and 
so approve evolution instead of 
direct creation, they say~that the 
account in Genesis is “allegorical 
and figurative.” So the Interpre- 
ter’s Bible, that infidel’s commen- 
tary, says that Jesus did not real- 
ly walk on the water but only 
appeared to do so, that He walked 
“by ‘the sea” instead of .‘‘on the 
sea.” 

How foolish, and how full of 
unbelief it is to try to explain 
away the literal miracles in the 
Bible! Unbelieving men want to 
find human sources for the Bible 
instead of supernatural infallible 
revelation. Nels -Ferre wants to 
teach an incarnation without lit- 
eral virgin birth. But Bible-be- 
lievers have no trouble in accept- 
ing that there is nothing too 
hard for God, and when He said 
that He rained fire and brimstone 
“from the Lord out of heaven” 
to destroy Sodom and Gomorrah, 
it literally happened that way.

spired only if and when it speaks 
to one who reads it, only if and 
when it is God’s inspired message 
to someone who takes it. And so 
in the neo-orthodox position, God’s 
Word itself is never static, never 
settled, as verily the Word of 
God. And so neo-orthodoxy boldly 
affirms that it is never static. 
That is why Barth and Niebuhr 
vary so widely on neo-orthodoxy, 
and why Barth himself is so in- 
consistent. 

Barth says, “The Bible is God’s 
Word, so far as God _ speaks 
through it.” 

So Berkhof, in The Word of 
God and the Reformed Faith, page 
69, says about the Barthian posi- 
tion: 

“The Word of God (according to 
the Barthians) can never become 
static, can never be so objectified 
that we. can lay our hands on it 
and say, Here it is. It does not lie 
in a book as an abiding posses- 
sion of man, of which he can 
make use. It is always God speak- 
ing to, God addressing man, that 
is, some particular man... . 
Strictly speaking, it cannot even 
be said that parts of the Bible 
are in themselves the Word of God 
—for this would again make the 
Word static—but parts of it may 
become for some individual the 
Word of God, and then come to 
that individual with the force of 
a personal message.” 

So in the context of neo-ortho- 
doxy, I insist that our orthodoxy 
is static, and I insist that Barth- 
ian theology is utterly wrong. 
And in that sense, I think the 
Wheaton College statement is 
wrong and misleading, and is an 
unwarranted concession to unbe- 
lief.

to me to be a great flaw and a 
slipping away from the historic 
Christian -position in ‘“The Whea- 
ton Position on Inspiration” is in 
the ninth paragraph. That para- 
graph says: 

“Although God sometimes re- 
vealed truth by dictation, inspira- 
tion was not by any mechanical 
means. Rather, the Spirit of God 
employed the attention, the in- 
vestigation, the memory, the imag- 
ination, the logic, in a word, all 
the faculties of the human au- 
thors of the Bible. God’s guidance 
worked through the free exercise 
of the authors’ historical and theo- 
logical capabilities. So far from 
being automata or stenographers, 
the Biblical writers made their 
own choice of words, expressed 
themselves in their own style, and 
revealed in their writings their 
own particular personalities, The 
message which the Biblical writers 
proclaimed was decidedly their 
own. God, however, prepared 
them, illuminated them, and di- 
vinely energized them, so_ that 
their prophetic message would be 
at the same time His divine mes- 
sage to men.” 

Let us consider. That statement 
says, “The Biblical writers made 
their own choice of words.” That, 
however, contradicts what the Bi- 
ble expressly says. Paul, speaking 
of his own inspiration in I Corinth- 
ians 2:13, says, “Which things al- 
sO we speak, not in the words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but 
which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 
comparing spiritual things with 
spiritual;” or as the American 
Standard Version has it, “compar- 
ing spiritual things with spiritual 
words.” Wheaton College profes- 
sors say that Bible writers “made 
their own choice of words.” But 
Paul, by divine inspiration, says 
that the Holy Ghost made the 
choice of the words, and that they 
were distinctly “not in the words 
which man’s wisdom _ teacheth.”’ 
And not once, but literally dozens 
of times in the Bible, the Lord 
speaks of divine revelation as “my 
words,” and “the words of the 
Lord,” and “every word which 
proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God,” etc. Of course God used hu- 
man instruments, Men- were not 
unconscious. But the words were 
God’s words, the Bible itself be- 
ing its own witness, : 

Again, that paragraph of the 
Wheaton College statement says, 
“Rather, the Spirit of God em- 
ployed the attention, the investi- 
gation, the memory, the imagina- 
tion, the logic, in a word, all the 
faculties of the human authers of 
the Bible.”’” What part of the Bible 
is human imagination? Here 
Wheaton professors have said 
what the Bible itself does not 
say. 

What part of the Bible is the 
result of ‘‘the investigation” of the 
human authors? That is an old, 
old teaching of modernists and of 
higher critics. They say that Mark 
talked with Peter and found out 
what to write in the book of 
Mark. They say that Luke talked 
to Mary and found what Mary 
said about the virgin birth. They 
say that Moses copied some of 
Genesis from Babylonian records. 
That is the argument of unbelief. 
My good brethren went wrong on 
that, in my humble opinion. 

If the Bible were written as 
a result of research, it was writ- 
ten like any other textbook. If 
the Bible is made according to 
“the authors’ historical and theo- 
logical capabilities” as this state- 
ment says, then it would have 
the same mistakes as other his- 
tories and other theological trea- 
tises. If the Bible is the result 
of human “imagination” as this 
statement says, then it would have 
the failures of human imagina- 
tion. Our friends here have a 
group of fallible men making up 
the Bible, and the Holy Spirit in 
some strange way guarding and 
letting it come out all right, 
though it is human in its source, 
human in its facts, human in its 
theology. But that is not what the 
Bible claims for itself, 


Dr. Tenney Also Taught That 
the Words Originated 
With Men 

Dr. Tenney; head of the gradu- 
ate school at Wheaton College, 
wrote a book, The Genius of the 
Gospels, copyrighted 1951, by 
Eerdmans Publishing Company. 
This book was approved by the 
theological faculty of the college. 
Dr. Tenney claims ‘a distinctly 
conservative position” in this book, 


but throughout he _ repeatedly 
states that the writers chose not 
only the words, but selected the 
materials to include in the Gos- 
pels, and selected the method of 


| treatment. He says, ‘Each writer 


is adapting the story to the pur- 
pose of his work” (page 26). 
Concerning the Synoptic Gospels, 
Dr. Tenney proposes the sugges- 
tion that possibly “each of the 
three had contact with the other 
two at some time in his career, 
and that he modified his own 
work, or made a second edition 
of it in order to include the addi- 
tional information drawn from the 
others” (page 35). He asks this 
as a question, but as one possibly 
to be answered in the affirmative. 
And he goes into some detail sug- 
gesting how the authors might 
have gotten together to revise and 
edit their manuscripts! Repeated- 
ly Dr. Tenney speaks of “the au- 
thor’s design,” or “those for whom 
he {the human author| intended 
his Gospel,” or of the purpose of 
the human writer of the Gospel. 


I called attention of Dr. Edman 
and Dr. Tenney to what seem to 
me to be serious errors. Dr. Ed- 
man agreed that he and Dr, Ten- 
ney would discuss the _ book, 


Genius of the Gospels, with me. 


When I met them there were five 
of the Bible department teachers 
present, and the publisher. Dr. 
Edman and Dr. Tenney agreed 
that the book left the wrong im- 
pression. Dr. Tenney promised 
that he would write a new intro- 
duction to the book if it should 
be published again, and did write 
it and sent it to me. But Dr. 
Edman and Dr. Tenney did not 
agree to withdraw the book from 
circulation, and, as the later state- 
ment shows, did not change their 
idea of inspiration that “the Bib- 
lical writers made their own 
choice of words.” 


I say this is the wrong ap- 
proach to the infallible inspiration 
of the Bible. The words are God’s 
words. He used men to write them 
down. Sometimes the men under- 
stood what they wrote and some- 
times they did not. Sometimes 
they wrote about personal mat- 
ters that affected them, some- 
times about things of which they 
had no knowledge whatever. But 
in each case, according to the 
clear statements of the Bible, God 
put His words in the mouth of the 
inspired speakers, or inspired wri- 
ters, and so men wrote or spoke 
‘not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy . Ghost teacheth.” 


This enormous emphasis on hu- 
man sources which has now be- 
come so popular, going far beyond 
what the Bible itself says about 
them, naturally, sooner or later, 
puts more emphasis on scholarship 
and on scientific opinion than is 
proper and safe. 


So Men, Emphasizing the Hu- 
man, Minimizing the Miracu- 
lous in the Bible Honor 
Scientists’ Opinion More 
Than God’s Word 


So Dr. Mixter of Wheaton Col- 
lege, science editor for Christian 
Life magazine, can publish con- 
cerning Genesis, “Some of this 
creation may have been immedi- 
ately; other things may have been 
the result of process” (“Life and 
How It Began,” article in Chris- 
tian Life, page 19, September, 
1955). And the same article is 
somewhat friendly to theistic evo- 
lution. 


So Professor Buswell of Whea- 
ton College can write in Christian 
Life magazine in “The Story of 
Creation,” May, 1956, ‘“This would 
indicate that the age of man 
could be in terms of 200,000 or 
300,000 years, as anthropologists 
today conservatively estimate” 
(page 17). That article often 
scoffs at old-fashioned fundamen- 
talists, and it infers that the 
geneologies in the Bible are un- 
reliable or have no meaning for 
us. 


I am saying that. evangelical 
leaders should be alarmed and 
concerned at*the drift toward un- 
belief. Good men, loyal to insti- 
tutions, and especially emphasiz- 
ing scholarship, sometimes slip 
further away from the historic 
position than they intend to do, 
or they take a position which may 
not destroy their own faith, but 
which leads to the shipwreck of 
others. 


For years students of Wheaton 
College have been taught to laugh 
at Dr. Harry Rimmer, sometimes

But the primary thing that we 
had come to see was the assem- 
bly plant. We got out of the bus 
and entered a door that led to 
the beginning of the assembly 
line. There a bare black chassis 
was dropped down onto a chain 
that went along past the various 
groups of workmen who completed 
each car as it moved down the 
assembly line. 

Every seven minutes, as I re- 
member, a completed automobile 
came off the assembly line. It 
took about seventy minutes from 
the time a car began on the as- 
sembly line until it left the line 
a finished product. The whole pro- 
cess was thrilling to watch. We 
saw all the men functioning and 
doing the job they were supposed 
to do. First the axles were at- 
tached, the engine was. put in, 
and the steering column was in- 
serted. Then an overhead crane 
brought the body, which dropped 


at William Jennings Bryan, and at 
humble Christians like this editor, 
because of our defense of the 
faith. That is.a bad sign. 


And again and again hearts 
have been broken because gradu- 
ates of Wheaton College, like 
Sherman Roddy, have lost their 
faith in the authority of the Bi- 
ble and the essentials of the his- 
toric Christian faith. Every sen- 
sible and good man surely will 
be concerned about such cases, 
and will try to avoid such a ship- 
wreck of the faith of others in 
the future. 


Is It Wrong to Call Attention 
to Errors and Use People’s 
-Names in Defending the 

Faith? 

Some may believe in the Word 
of God, but believe it is never cor- 
rect to be personal, never correct 
to name individuals. 


Such people should remember 
that John the Baptist faced Herod 
openly and denounced his sins. 
They should remember that Paul 
reports in Galatians, chapter two, 
how he rebuked Peter to his face 
for that great evangelist’s com- 
promise, which had led Barnabas 
and others astray. Thank God that 
Peter listened to Paul. 


We remember that Paul said, 
“This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me; of whom are Phygellus 
and Hermogenes” (II Tim. 1:15). 
And again, just before Paul went 
out to offer himself as a bloody 
sacrifice, beheaded at Rome, he 
wrote, “For Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present 
world, and is departed unto Thes- 
salonica; Crescens to Galatia, Ti- 
tus unto Dalmatia” (II Tim. 4: 
10). 


If it was right for Paul to re- 
prove Peter openly for compro- 
mise and sin, if it was right to 
name Demas and Phygellus and 
Hermogenes as turning away from 
Paul to avoid the reproach of 
Christ, then it is proper to call 
names today, with as kindly a 
purpose and as meticulous care 
for the truth as Paul had. 


And will this unworthy editor 
be thanked for his concern for 
the Bible and for the faith of 


Christians? Not by many! Rather, 


like the Prophet Jeremiah, called 
to preach in a time of great de- 
clension and sin, with the cap- 
tivity of Judah impending, was in- 
spired to write, I may say, “Woe 
is me, my mother, that thou hast 
borne me a man of strife and a 
man of contention to the whole 
earth! I have neither lent on 
usury, nor men have lent to me 
on usury; yet every one of them 
doth curse me” (Jer, 15:10). That 
woe which God has put upon me, 
that fire in my bones, will make 
me a subject of slander and abuse 
and misrepresentation. 

But I must say: The battle of 
the Lord centers around the in- 
spiration and infallible accuracy 
of the Bible, the Word of God. If 
Christians stay with that, we will 
stay with the virgin birth, the 
deity of Christ, His atoning death, 
His bodily resurrection, and all 
the historic Christian faith. Oh, 
then in Jesus’ dear name, let ev- 
ery reader beware and not be led 
away from solid faith in the ver- 
bally inspired Word of God.

down on the chassis and was bolt- 
ed in place, The wheels were next 
put on and the upholstery in- 
stalled. Then the hood was at- 
tached and the car was finally 
completed. A worker got in, 
turned the key, and started the 
engine. Then-he drove the car off 
to the testing grounds where final 
checks were made. 


As I watched the thrilling 
scene, I wondered what would 
happen if the man in charge of 
the plant should walk through 
and find no finished cars coming 
off the assembly line. I imagine 
it would not take him long to go 
back to headquarters and call in 
all the division superintendents 
and say, “Hey, what’s going on 
here? Why aren’t we producing 
any automobiles?” Possibly the 
man who runs the steel plant 
would say, “Well, we are produc- 
ing steel.”” And the man who runs 
the glass factory might say, “Well, 
our division is producing glass ac- 
cording to schedule.”’ And possibly 
the man who was in charge of 
making the steel stampings would 
say, “We are producing the steel 
stampings for the cars.” Some- 
one else might say, “We are pro- 


ducing transmissions,” and anoth-. 


er might say, “We are producing 
the engines for the cars.’”’ But the 
boss would likely roar, “But what 
about the cars which are supposed 
to be coming off the assembly 
line? We are in the business of 
making Ford cars. That is our 
primary job. Making transmis- 
sions, making glass, making en- 
gines, making wheels, making 
stampings, making steel—all of 
these things count only if we pro- 
duce finished Ford automobiles. If 
we fail in that, we fail in the 
main thing.” 

And in like manner I am won- 
dering what the Lord Jesus Christ 
would say if He should come down 
and look around churches. He 
would find many of the people 
busy. We are busy in the Sunday 
School. We are busy in the Train- 
ing Union. We are busy in the 
services. We are busy in the 
prayer time. We are busy in this 
or we are busy in that, but the 
question that would come from 
the Saviour’s lips is, “Are you 
busy about the main thing? Are 
you doing the primary thing, the 
thing that I left you to do?” Are 
we doing that job? And if we are 
failing about soul winning, we are 
failing about the main thing. We 
are failing in the commission that 
Jesus Christ left us to do. 


II. Power Promised for Obey- 
ing the Great Commission 


The second thing that I want 
us to see in the New Testament 
churches is the power promised to 
get the job done. In Luke 24:49,

we find where New Testament 
churches got their power: “And, 
behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from 
on high.” As the disciples did 
tarry in the city of Jerusalem 
for ten days after the Lord Je- 
sus went back to Heaven, the 
fullness .of the Holy Spirit 
was given, The power came 
down, and as Peter preached on 
the day of Pentecost three thou- 
sand souls were saved. Here the 
New Testament churches demon- 
strated their power. My friend, if 
there ever were a day when the 
churches need to go back to the 
New Testament power necessary 
to get the job done, it is today. 


We have substituted all kinds 
of things for the power of God. 
Zechariah 4:6 says it is ‘‘not by 
might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 
Tragically, the majority of church- 
es today substitute formalism and 
ceremony for the power of AIl- 
mighty God in their services. 
D. L. Moody said, ‘It is asin totry 
to do God’s work without God’s 
power.’ 


Charles Spurgeon, famous pas- 
tor of the great Metropolitan 
Tabernacle in London, said, “Let 
the preacher always confess be- 
fore he preaches that he relies 
upon the Holy Spirit. Let him 
burn his manuscript and depend 
upon the Holy Spirit. If the Spirit 
does not come to help him, let him 
be still and let the people go home 
and pray that the Spirit will help 
him next Sunday.” This great 
preacher realized that pulpit elo- 
quence was not enough—it takes 
the power of God to win souls to 
Christ. 

We can _ substitute programs, 
but programs that are not en- 
dued with the power from on high 
will never get people saved. How 
our preachers and Sunday School 
teachers need the fullness of the 
power of the Holy Spirit to get 
people saved and get the job done 
that He has given us. 


Ill. New Testament Churches 
Got Results in Souls Saved 


We have seen how New Testa- 
ment churches were given the job 
of soul winning, and then were 
given the power of the Holy Spirit 
to get the job done. Now we see 
in the book of Acts how that 
God’s work done in God’s way 
produced tremendous results, On 
the day of Pentecost when Peter 
preached as the power of God 
came down, a great crowd listened 
and were convicted in their hearts. 
“Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized: and the 
same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls’ 
(Acts 2:41). In verse 47 of the 
Same chapter, we see again the 
results of the New ‘Testament 
church acting according to the 
Great Commission and the power 
of the Spirit when we read, ‘‘Prais- 
ing God, and having favour with 
all the people. And the Lord add- 
ed to the church daily such as 
should be saved.” Evidently the 
New Testament church got people 
saved every day. 

Tragedy of tragedies, we find 
that many churches today can go 
weeks and weeks, and have no 
One coming to Christ. Oh, God 
help us to see that that is not 
New Testament Christianity. That 
is not the kind of .thing Jesus 
Christ left for His churches to do. 

Again in Acts 4:4 we read, 
“Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about 
five thousand.” A number of years 
ago I was a member of a church 
which was voting on a man who 
had candidated for the pastorate. 
During the business meeting I 
got up and asked the following 
question, “Can anyone tell me 
whether the preacher we are con- 
sidering is a soul winner or not? 
Is he getting people saved in the 
church of which he is now pas- 
tor?” I never will forget how one 
of the leaders of the church got 
up and said very pompously, “Bro- 
ther Handford, here in this church 
_We are not very much interested 
in numbers.” 

It just so happened that before 
the business meeting started I had 
been reading the annual report of 
the church, So I replied, “It is 


perfectly obvious that here in this 
church we are not much inter- 
ested in numbers, From reading 
over the annual church report for 
last year, I find that this church 
of some seven hundred members 
has in the past year been able to 
win a grand total of seven people 
to Jesus Christ. This church has 
sat back and let this whole town 
go to Hell and not done the job 
that Jesus Christ left for us ‘to 
do.’’ But this is merely the sad 
plight of most of our orthodox 
churches today. 

I know that numbers are not 
everything and some_ preachers 
have sometimes exaggerated or 
misused numbers. But in the book 
of Acts God recorded how many 
conversions the apostles had. I 
am impressed by the fact that 
Dr, Lee Roberson had 1,271 peo- 
ple baptized in the Highland Park 
Baptist Church of Chattanooga 
last year. And I am definitely not 
impressed by some preacher in 
Possom Trot who says at the end 
of the year, ‘Well, we didn’t 
have anyone saved this year, but 
we don’t believe in numbers any- 
how.”’ Most churches which keep 


j|no records and criticize others 


who do, are not getting people 
saved. Any church ought to reg- 
ularly and systematically see peo- 
ple being saved. Anything less 
than this is not New Testament 
Christianity. 

And again we read, “And be- 
lievers were the more added to 
the Lord, multitudes both of men 
and women” (Acts 5:14). Notice 
the Scripture says that multitudes 
were being saved. This was New 
Testament Christianity. 

In many of our churches there 
are people who would fight for 
the fundamentals of the faith. 
They would fight if the deity of 
Christ were inVolved or if the in- 
spiration of the Bible were at- 
tacked. They would fight at the 
drop of a hat if anyone should 
try to tell them that salvation 
could come by anything except 
by faith in the shed blood of Jesus 
Christ. These people are funda- 
mental in doctrine. But did you 
know there are two kinds of mod- 
ernism? First, there is modernism 
of doctrine. I believe God has 
reserved the hottest place in Hell 
for any preacher who leads people 
astray by preaching a doctrine of 
salvation by works and who de- 
nies the blood atonement of Christ. 
But a fundamental pastor or 
church can be just as modernistic 
in practice simply by not getting 
New Testament results. A fun- 
damental church can be almost as 
sterile and useless to God as a 
modernistic church if neither is 
getting anyone converted! It is 
not enough for a church merely to 
be orthodox and believe the Bi- 
ble. They are to get people saved! 

Did you know that in the most 
evangelistic of our denominations 
today, it takes twenty-two peo- 
ple one year to win one person to 
Jesus Christ. This is a scandal to 
God and is a far cry from New 
Testament principles. 


IV. How New Testament 
Churches Got Results: The 
Method, House to House 


The New Testament church in 
action, I believe, is described for 
us in Acts 5:42. I hope you will 
underline this verse in your Bi- 
ble and will remember it as a 
concise statement of the pattern 
of how New Testament churches 
got people saved. Notice the verse, 
“And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jesus Christ.” 
This matter of serving Jesus 
Christ is a daily matter. Lots of 
folks are merely Sunday Chris- 
tians and never do anything at all 
during the week to get people 
saved. Christians who are not 
much concerned about getting 
people saved during the week are 
not likely to be red-hot for soul 
winning on Sunday either. 

Don’t you dare come to church 
on Sunday morning and expect 
God to do any more then under 
the preaching of your pastor than 
yeu have been willing to pray 
down and work up during the 
week! If you don’t care enough 
to come to prayer meeting on 
Wednesday night and pray down 
the power of God on the Sunday 
services, don’t be surprised if 
there is no moving on Sunday 
morning. If you -have not been 


interested in the visitation pro- 
gram during the week, and did 
not call on the unsaved and in- 
vite them to come out, don’t be 
surprised if they fail to show up 
and if there is no public decision 


as the invitation to trust Christ- 


is given on Sunday. If you are to 
have people saved in your church, 
you will have to work at the mat- 
ter every day. A church where 
the folks are genuinely concerned 
to get people saved through the 
week will be having decisions reg- 
ularly on Sunday. This is merely 
the law of sowing and reaping 
which God honors. A church which 
sows soul winning is going to reap 
souls. A church which does not 
sow soul winning will not have 
people saved. 

But Acts 5:42 goes on to anoth- 
er point which I .believe is the 
biggest weakness in our churches 


today: “. . . Daily in the temple, 
and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus 
Christ.” This weakness I mention 
is in the matter of house-to-house 
visitation. In some sense your 
church has a responsibility to God 
for every home in your communi- 
ty. Your obligation does not end 
simply with your own immediate 
family and friends, You are to go 
out and get as many others as 
you can to come and be saved. 
You can’t lightly excuse yourself 
by saying, ‘Well, the church is 
here; let the unsaved come and be 
saved if they want to.” 


You won't find anyplace in the 
Scripture where God has com- 
manded the unsaved to come to 
your church to be saved. The Bi- 
ble says, ‘Go and get them,’ but 
we say, ‘Let them come if they 
want to.’ We would rather ring a 


church bell instead of ringing 
doorbells and inviting people to 
come. God’s method is for Chris- 
tians to go and be witnesses for 
Him wherever they go. The word 
“witness” is used in the New 
Testament 175 times. God means 
for witnessing to be our main 
job, our main obligation. 

In the matter of house-to-house 
visitation the Jehovah’s Witnesses 
put fundamental Christians to 
shame. The members of this false 
cult are dead wrong in doctrine, 
but with what diligence they go 
from house to house spreading 
what they believe is right. How 
much more we ought to be con- 
cerned about getting the Gospel 
out to the lost in our communi- 
ties! 

Every Christian has the _ re- 
sponsibility to be a soul winner.

In many churches folks have the 
idea that the pastor is to do all 
the soul-winning work. They have 
the strange idea that they pay 
the pastor to win all the souls. 
But this is simply not the New 
Testament way. A preacher should 
be a real soul winner and lead his 
people in soul winning, but he 
has utterly failed if he cannot get 
his people to see their responsibili- 
ty to win souls to Christ. Great 
soul-winning churches are not 
made with soul-winning pastors 
principally, but by great soul- 


winning people led by soul-win- 
ning pastors. No church will ever 
become a great. soul-winning 


church unless the people in the}: 


pews catch the burden for lost 
souls and go out to do something 
about it. Second Corinthians 5:17- 
20 clearly teaches that every 
Christian first becomes a new 
creature in Christ and then is to 
be a minister of reconciliation and 
an ambassador for Christ. This 
means that every Christian has 
the responsibility of winning souls, 
not just the pastor or certain 
church leaders. 


Dr. Robert Glover, who for years 
was a great leader in the China 
Inland Mission, said: 

“No principle is of more 
vital importance today, whe- 
ther to the church at home 
or on the mission field. The 
substantial failure of world 
evangelization is wrapped up 
in it, for as long as the 
spread of the Gospel in any 
land depends solely upon a 
core of official workers, how- 
ever efficient and earnest, the 
outlook is hopeless.

idea that every Christian should 
be a soul winner, the job of 
reaching a lost and dying world 
will never be accomplished. 


Irvin S. Cobb, famous South- 
ern humorist, came across the 
following scene one day. Henry, 
a colored man, was sitting on the 
doorstep of his ramshackle house. 
He had a can of worms on the 
steps beside him, and with a cane 
pole was fishing in the mud pud- 
dle formed by a rut in the road 
at the bottom of his steps. Cobb 
asked him, “Henry, what in the 
world are you doing?” Henry re- 
plied, <‘‘I’se_ fishin’.” Whereupon 
Irvin S. Cobb queried, “Henry, 
don‘t you know there are no fish 
in that mud puddle?” 


“Yes suh, boss,” answered Hen- 
ry, “but it’s so handy to fish 
right here on my front porch.” 


You laugh at Henry’s foolish- 
ness, but our churches are doing 
just exactly like Henry. We have 
been commissioned to win souls 
and be fishers of men. But we 
do our fishing in our church hous- 
es where the lost folks are not, 
because it’s “so handy.” We need 
to*go where the fish are and take 
the Gospel to them. 


Suppose a man were appointed 
as a lifeguard at a public beach. 
See him sitting on the lifeguard 
tower in his red suit, his muscu- 
lar’ body all tannedby the sun. 
Suppose that out yonder in the 
water a swimmer gets into diffi- 
culty and ‘cries out, “Help, save 
me!’ What would you think. if 
the lifeguard would only get to 
his feet and yell, “Come on over 
to the lifeguard station and I will 
be glad to save you.” 

You laugh about that matter, 
but that is exactly what the 
churches have been doing. We 
have been sitting in our pews and 
have been saying to the unsaved, 
“Come to church and we will be 
glad to save you.” Then we won- 
der why they don’t come. My 
friends, it is time that we got up 
out of our pews and went out to 
carry Jesus Christ to the people. 
There are plenty of people whom 
you could win if you would. God 
has given you the hearts of some 
neighbors and friends whom you 
could win if you simply cared 
enough to go after them. There 
are people all around you who need 
Christ. Unless we let this become 
an absorbing passion of our hearts 
and minds, the job that Christ 
gave us to do will never be ac- 
complished. 

I believe the best way to get 
this job of reaching the people in 
our community done is through a 
regular weekly visitation program. 
Setting up a definite time each 
week for visitation of the lost 
can transform the _ soul-winning 
life of your church and can trans- 
form your community. If: the 
Christians in the community will 
get behind such a project and 
will back it up and really make it 
go, this can mean a new day for 
your church as far as soul win- 
ning is concerned. 

several years ago I started a 
church near Wheaton. I was then 
working as full-time manager of 
the Sword of the Lord Publishers, 
but there was a community that 
needed a church. We began with 
thirteen—seven teachers and six 
pupils. (I still don’t know who 
the seventh teacher taught.) In 
that work we began and organ- 
ized on the basis that everyone 
was responsible for visitation, and 
I preached visitation all the time. 
The folks got sold that going 
house-to-house with the Gospel 
was the most important thing in 
the world. 

In just three year’s time we 
saw that little church grow from 
nothing to nearly two hundred in 
Sunday School, simply because 
folks visited and won souls. We 
set aside Monday night for visita- 
tion. It was a full night. We visit- 
ed whether it was. raining or nice 
weather. We visited when it was 
cold and when it was hot; whether 
there was snow or not. We visit- 
ed and visited and God, week by 
week, began to give us_ souls. 


Leading members of that com-. 


munity were saved, and it was 
an amazing thing to see how a 
regular visitation ministry really 
worked and quickly built a strong 
church, Our people won others to 
Christ in ‘their homes or got them 
under conviction and _ brought 
them out to the public service 
where they were saved. I became 
convinced that this program will 
work anywhere it is really tried. 

The biggest soul-winning 
churches in the world all have 


y 


weekly visitation programs. The 


Highland Park Baptist Church at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, has over 
1,000 people baptized each year. 
Last year 1,271 were won to Christ 
and baptized. The Sunday School 
attendance averages over 4,400. 
Dr. Lee Roberson went to the 
church as pastor sixteen years 
ago to spend just six months in 
the church. They had only one 
building and the Sunday School 
attendance was less than 600 at 
that time. In sixteen years the 
Highland Park Baptist Church 
has grown to over 16,000 mem- 
bers. In those sixteen years there 
have been people saved and bap- 
tized in every major service of 
the church except two. That 
means Sunday morning, Sunday 
evening, midweek prayer service, 
every week—only two services 
have not seen someone coming to 
Christ at the public invitation. 


Dr. Roberson has built this 
church with an aggressive visita- 
tion program. They have visitation 
every Thursday night and on that 
night between 200, and 350 folks 
go out from house to house by 
two’s to win people to Christ and 
get them into the church where 
they can grow. 


My friends, it is no accident 
when a church is a soul-winning 
church. A church becomes a soul- 
winning church on purpose, be- 
cause it sets out to obey the 
Great Commission, because Chris- 
tian people get stirred up to win 
souls. God help us to see it! God 
help us to do it! 


A Soul-Winning Church Is a 
Happy Church 


A soul-winning church is a hap- 
py church. A soul-winning church 
has the joy of the Lord all the 
time, because seeing people come 
to Jesus Christ Sunday by Sunday 
in the services is something to 
constantly stir the hearts of 
God’s people and keep them hap- 
py. Psalm 126:6 promises that the 
soul winner will come again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him. There is no joy like the 
joy of soul winning. 

I held a revival a couple of 
years ago in a church where they 
had been having problem after 
problem. There had been one ser- 
ious case of open immorality. 
Then there was a serious split 
which had been festering for some 
time. There had been so much 
criticizing and trouble in the 
church that it seemed very dif- 
ficult to have a revival. I did-the 
best I could and we did have some 
people saved in the services, but 
not many. I kept bearing down 
on soul winning, and the Chris- 
tians began to get concerned for 
the unsaved. Although we did not 
in two weeks’ time since the re- 
vival during the services, the pas- 
tor wrote me just two weeks after 
the meeting closed and said, “Bro- 
ther Handford, since you have 
been gone, folks have taken up 
the matter of visitation and soul 
winning. Whereas they used to 
talk about each other and talk 
about their problems and difficul- 
ties, now they are talking about 
souls. They have settled down to 
this matter of soul winning and 
in two weeks’ time since the re- 
vival closed, we have had eleven 


people won to Christ in this small 


church.” Here a_ disgruntled 
church became a happy church 
when folks put soul winning in its 
proper place. 

Friend, today will you pledge 
yourself to help make your church 
a real soul-winning church follow- 
ing the New Testament pattern? 


Your church can win souls if it 


will put this matter first. 


If you are a pastor, you are 
failing God if your church doesn’t 
win souls regularly. Will you get 
a visitation program started in 
your church? You may have tried 
before and failed, but start again 
and keep at it until your folks 
catch the vision. 

You don’t have to be a pastor 
to help about this. You can pledge 
yourself to be a soul winner and 
visit the unsaved. Your pastor 
would probably be most happy to 
work with you on organizing a 
regular visitation program, You 
could spearhead a program which 
could well revoluticnize your 
church’s soul winning, Will you 
do it today? If there are ques- 
tions you would like to ask about 


your church’s soul-winning pro- . 


gram, I would be glad to have you 
write, and will answer as best 
I know how.

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Praying

for the first thing that comes into 
our mind without giving proper 
thought to the question of wheth- 
er it is really a thing that we 
ought to have or not; but when 
we have decided that we should 
pray for the thing, we should keep 
on praying until we get it. 

The word translated “importun- 
ity” in the eighth verse is a deep- 
ly significant word. Its primary 
meaning is “shamelessness,” that 
is, it sets forth the persistent de- 
termination in prayer to God that 
will not be put to shame by any 
apparent refusal on God’s part to 
grant the thing that we ask. This 
is a very startling way that our 
Lord Jesus employs to set forth 
the necessity of “importunity” and 
persistence in prayer. It is as if 
the Lord Jesus would have us un- 
derstand that God would have us 
draw nigh to Him with a resolute 
determination to obtain the things 
that we seek, a determination that 
will not be put to shame by any 
seeming refusal or delay on God’s 
part. 


Happy Example of the Syro- 
phenician Woman 


Our Heavenly Father delights 
in the holy boldness on our part 
that will not take “no” for an 
answer, The reason why He de- 
lights in it is because it is an ex- 
pression of great faith, and noth- 
ing pleases God more than faith. 
We have an illustration of this 
holy boldness in the woman of 
Syrophenicia in the _ fifteenth 
chapter of Matthew, verses 21 to 
28. She came to Jesus Christ for 
the healing of her daughter. She 
cried, “Have mercy on me, O Lord, 
thou Son of David; my daughter 
is grievously vexed with a demon.” 


But our Lord seemed to pay no 
attention whatever to her; as Mat- 
thew puts it, “He answered her 
not a word. And His disciples 
came [to Him] and besought Him, 
Saying, Send her away for she 
crieth after us.” 


In spite of His apparentedeaf- 
ness to her appeal she kept right 
on crying. Then He turned to her 
with an apparently more positive 
rebuff, saying, “I was not sent 
but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel,” and she was not 
of the house of Israel. 

Then she worshipped Him and 
kept: on calling to Him, saying, 
“Lord, help me.” 

And then came what almost ap- 
pears like a cruel rebuff, when 
our Lord said, “It is not meet to 
take the children’s bread and cast 
it to the dogs.” (The word that 
He used for “dogs” was a peculiar 
word that meant a little pet dog, 
and was not at all as harsh as it 
seems, although it was an appar- 
ent refusal to hear her prayer. 
But, as we shall see, our Lord was 
simply putting to the test her 
faith that she might get an even 
larger blessing.) 

Then she said, “Yea, Lord: for 
even the dogs eat of the crumbs 
Which fall from their master’s 
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table.” She would not take “no” 
for an answer. 


And then came one of the most 
wonderful words of commendation 
that ever fell from the lips of our 
Lord. This is the way Matthew 
puts it: “Then Jesus answered 
and said unto her, O woman, great 
is thy faith: be it done unto thee 
even as thou wilt. And her daugh- 
ter was healed from that hour.” 


That sort of thing pleases God. 
He would have us have that faith 
in His lovingkindness and in Him- 
self that even when He seems 
not to hear will trust Him still to 
hear, 


God does not always give us 
the things we ask the first time 
we ask them, but then we should 
not give up; no, we should keep 
on praying until we do get. We 
should not only pray, but we 
should PRAY THROUGH. 


It is deeply significant that 
this parable to persist in prayer 
comes almost immediately after 
the request on the part of the 
disciples of our Lord, in which 
they say, ‘“‘Lord, teach us to pray.” 
Then follows Luke’s version of 
the so-called “Lord’s Prayer,” 
really the disciples’ prayer, and 
then comes this parable. 


The Widow Would Not Let 
the Unjust Judge Rest 


The same lesson is taught in a 
very striking way in the second 
passage in Luke to which I have 
already referred, Luke 18:1-8,: 

“And he spake a parable unto 
them to the end that THEY 
OUGHT ALWAYS TO PRAY, 
AND NOT TO FAINT; saying, 
There was in a city a judge, who 
feared not God, and regarded not 
man: and there: was a@ widow in 
that city; and she came oft unto 
him, saying, Avenge me of mine 
adversary. And HE WOULD NOT 
FOR A WHILE: but afterward he 
said within himself, Though I fear 
not God, nor regard man; yet be- 
cause this widow troubleth me, I 
will avenge her, lest she wear me 
out BY HER CONTINUAL COM- 
ING. And the Lord said, Hear 
what the unrighteous judge saith. 
And SHALL NOT GOD awenge 
his elect, that cry to him day and 
night, and yet he is longsuffering 
over them? I say unto you, that 
he will avenge them speedily. Nev- 
ertheless, when the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith [lit- 
erally, “the faith” | on the earth?” 

What the central lesson in this 
parable is, we find in the words 
with which our Lord Jesus opens 
the parable, which are really the 
f€xt of the whole parable; these 
words are, “Men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint,” the clear 
meaning of which is, that when 
we begin to pray we ought to pray. 
on and on until we get the thing 
that we desire of God. The exact 
force of the parable is, that if 
even an unrighteous judge will 
yield. to persistent prayer and 
grant the thing that he did not 
wish to grant, how much more will 


a loving God yield to the persis- 
tent cries of His children and 
give the things that He longs to 
give all the time, but which it 
would not be wise to give, would 
not be for the person’s own good 
to give, unless they were trained 
to that persevering faith that will 
not take “no” for an answer, So 
we see again that God does not 
always give us at the first ask- 
ing what we desire of Him in 
prayer. 


God Wants to Train Us in 
Persistent Faith 


Why is it that God does not 
give to us the very first time we 
ask Him, the things that we ask 
of Him? The answer is plain: 
God would do more for us, and 
better for us, than to merely give 
us that thing. He would do us the 
far greater good of training us in- 
to persistent faith. The things that 
we get by our other forms of ef- 
fort than prayer to God, do not 
always become ours the first time 
we make an effort to get them; 
for our own good God compels us 
to be persistent in our effort, and 
just so God does not always give 
us what we ask in prayer the 
first time we pray. Just as He 
would train us to be strong men 
and women along the other lines 
of effort, so also He would train 
us to be and make us to be strong 
men and women of prayer by com- 
pelling us to pray hard for the 
best things. He compels us to 
“pray through.” 


Many people in these days tell 
us that we ought not to pray for 
the same thing a second time. 
Sometimes they tell us that the 
way to pray is to ask God for a 
thing and then “take it” by faith 
the first time we ask. That is 
true oftentimes: when we find a 
thing definitely promised in the 
Word we ought to rest upon the 
naked Word of God, and when we 
have prayed, just as we saw yes- 
terday, know that we have asked 
something according to God’s will 
and therefore that the prayer is 
heard and that we have received; 
and resting there ask no more 
but claim the thing as ours. 


But that is only one side of 
the truth. The other side of the 
truth is, that there are times 
when it is not made clear the first 
time, nor the second time, nor the 
third time, that the thing we ask 
is according to His will and that 
therefore the prayer is heard and 
the thing asked granted; and in 
such a case we ought to pray on 
and on and on. While doubtless 
there are times when we are able 
through faith in the Word, or 
through the clear leading of the 
Holy Spirit, to claim a thing the 
first time that which we have 
asked it of God; nevertheless, be- 
yond a question there are other 
times when we must pray again 
and again and again for the same 
thing before we get our answer. 


Those who claim that they have 
gotten beyond praying twice for 
the same thing have either got- 
ten beyond our Master, our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, or else 
they have not gotten up to Him; 
for we are told distinctly regard- 
ing Him in Matthew 26:44, “And 
he left them again, and went 
away, and prayed a third time, 
saying again the same words.” 
The truth is, they have not yet 
gotten up to the Master; not that 
they have gotten beyond Him. 


It Is Spiritual Laziness and 
Unbelief to Give Up Too Soon 


There are those, and there are 
many of them, who, when they 
pray for a thing once or twice 
and do not get it, stop praying; 
and they call it “submission to 
the will of God” to pray no long- 
er when God does not grant their 
request at the first or second ask- 
ing, and they say, “Well, perhaps 
it is not God’s will.” They call 
that submission to the will of 
God. But as a rule this is not sub- 
mission to the will of God: it is 
spiritual laziness and lack of de- 
termination in that most all-im- 
portant of all human lines of ef- 
fort, prayer. 


None of us ever think of call- 
ing it submission to the will of 
God when we give up after one 
or two efforts to obtain things 
by our lack of strength of char- 
acter. When the strong man of 
action starts out to accomplish a 
thing, if he does not accomplish 
it the first, or the second, or the 
hundredth time, he keeps ham- 
mering away until he does ac- 
complish it; and just so the strong 
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man of prayer, when he starts to 
pray for a thing, keeps on praying 
until he prays it through and ob- 
tains what he seeks. How fond 
we are of calling bad things in 
our conduct by good names, call- 
ing our spirtual inertia and lazi- 
ness and indifference ‘submission 
to the will of God.” We should 
be very careful about what we 
ask from God, but when we do 
begin to pray for a thing we should 
never give up praying for it until 
we get it, or until God definitely 
makes it very clear to us that it 
is not His will to give it. 


I am glad that God does not 
always give us, the first time we 
ask, the things that we seek from 
Him. There is no more blessed 
training in prayer than that which 
comes through being compelled 
to ask again and again and again, 
even through a long period of 
years, before one obtains that 
which he seeks from God. Then 
when it does come what a sense 
we have that God really is, and 
that God really answers prayer. 


Two People Saved After

I recall an experience of my 
own that was full of blessing to 
me, and full of encouragement to 
my faith. In my first pastorate 
there were two persons whom

God put upon my heart and for 
whose salvation I prayed through 
my entire pastorate there. But I 
left that field of labour without 
seeing either one of them con- 
verted.

it does not come for some time, 
and they keep on praying, and 
they have nearly prayed through, 
they are right on the verge of at- 
taining what they sought, and if 
they prayed a little longer the 
revival would have broken upon 
them, But they get discouraged, 
throw up their hands, and quit. 
Just on the border of the blessing, 
but they do not cross into the 
promised land. 


In January, 1900 or 1901, the 
Faculty of the Bible Institute of 
Chicago instituted a late prayer- 
meeting Saturday nights from 
nine to ten o'clock, to pray for 
a world-wide revival.

And come it did, a revival that 
began there in that prayer-meet- 
ing room of the Bible Institute in 
Chicago and then broke out in 
far-away China, and Japan, and 
Australia, and New Zealand, and 
Tasmania, and India, and swept 
around the world, with most mar- 
velous manifestations of God’s 
saving power, not merely through 
Mr. Alexander and myself, but 
through a multitude of others in 
India and Wales and elsewhere. 
In Wales, for example, under 
Evan Roberts and others, result- 
ing in one hundred thousand pro- 
fessed conversions in twelve 
months. And I believe that God 
is looking to us today to pray 


through again. 


A Brother Saved After 
Fifteen Years of 
Daily Prayer 

I prayed fifteen long years for 
the conversion of my oldest broth- 
er, He seemed to be getting farth- 
er and farther away from any 
hope of conversion, but I prayed 
on, and one morning, my first 
winter in Chicago, after fifteen 
years of praying, never missing a 
single day, God said to me as I 
knelt in prayer, “I have heard 
your prayer. You need not pray 
any more, your brother is going to 
be converted.” And within two 
weeks my brother was in my 
home, shut in with sickness which 
made it impossible for him to 
leave my home, shut in for two 
weeks, and then the day he left 
accepting Christ over in the Bible 
Institute in Mr. Moody’s office, 
where he and I went to talk and 
pray together. 


I told this incident once when 
I was holding meetings in a cer- 
tain city. An elderly woman came 
to me at the close of the meeting 
and she said, “I have been pray- 
ing for the conversion of my 
brother, who is sixty-three years 
old» for many years; but, a short 
time ago, I gave up and stopped 
praying; but,” she added, “I am 
going to begin my prayers again.” 
And within two weeks of that 
time she came to me and said, 
“T have heard from, my brother 
and he has accepted Christ.”

them. “So they shall make their 
own tongue to fall upon them- 
(Ps. 64:8a). 

As the Talmud reads, ‘He who 
talks too much commits a sin.” 

Thomas Fuller said, “Birds are 
entangled by their feet and men 
by their tongues.” 

The Bible says, “But the tongue 
can no man tame; it is an unruly 
evil, full of deadly poison” (James

And fondlers-of-filth need to 
heed the warning: “Let no cor- 
rupt communication proceed out 
of your mouth” (Eph, 4:29a). 


And layers-of-lies need to re- 
member that Satan is the father 
of all such (John 8:44), and that 
“a lying tongue hateth those that 
are afflicted by it; and a flatter- 
jing mouth worketh ruin’ (Prov. 
26:28). 

A young woman recently ob- 
tained national fame by her lying. 
She won a beauty contest by pre- 
tending to be single when she was 
really married. Though she lost 
the contest-title when they dis- 
covered her lie, she nevertheless 
cashed in on her falsehood by of- 
fers from nightclubs, theatres, TV 
shows and a movie studio. Her 
husband said of this nationally 
famous lie: “She feels great about 
it, and I’m as proud of her as I 
can be.” 


But the end is not yet! Since 
lying is always a boomerang, there 
will come a day when grief and 
regret must follow in its wake! 
Follow a lie to the end before 
you conclude that the liar has es- 
eaped the boomerang. The Bible 
warns: “All liars shall have their 
part in the lake of fire’ (Rev. 21: 
8). 

God must judge evil words. If 
you have been a _ peddler-in-pro- 
fanity, read again Exodus 20:7, 
“Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain; for 
the Lord will not hold him guilt- 
less that taketh his name in vain”!

Ill-Gotten Money 


ILL-GOTTEN ._ (and __ill-used) 
MONEY is a boomerang! Gehazi, 
the servant of Elisha, is a classic 
example of this. He could not 
stand to see wealthy Naaman, 
eaptain ‘of the host of the king 
of Syria, return home after his 
leprosy cure without relieving him 
of some of his riches. The proph- 
et Elisha had refused to accept 
payment from Naaman. So Gehazi 
took matters into his own hands. 
The captain came prepared to pay 
for his cure. He got what he came 
after. Why should he not pay? 
If Elisha doesn’t need the money, 
I can surely use it! Perhaps he 
thus reasoned. So off he went in 
pursuit of the caravan of Naaman. 


Naaman was most happy to 
oblige and never suspected that 
Gehazi’s appeal for funds was a 
frame-up. What a shrewd operator 
Gehazi would be called in the 
business world today! He returned 
with his dishonest gain, quite cer- 
tain (as sinners foolishly think) 
that “no one will ever know.” But, 
he hadn’t reckoned on the boomer- 
ang! In this case God had notified 
the prophet before the thief even 
returned with his ill-gotten loot. 
Judgment fell, and Gehazi ‘went 
out from his presence a leper as 
white as snow”! (II Kings 5:27b) 


Recently we read the terrible 
news account of a little girl as- 
saulted, brutalized and slain by 
a sex criminal. The father had a 
good job, but the mother thought 
she had to work away from home 
too, leaving the children to shift 
for themselves. God gives us our 
children to rear for Him, but too 
many people feel they must have 
luxuries and “things,” even though 
it means sacrificing their own 
ehildren for them. The ill-gotten 
money thus becomes a boomer- 
ang. 

“But they that will be rich fall 
into temptatien and a snare, and 
into many foolish and_ hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in de- 
struction and perdition’” (I Tim. 
6:9). 

A young man killed his own 
mother to get her insurance mon- 
ey for his drinking and carousing. 
It is reported that she had al- 
ways pampered him, giving him 
everything he wanted, and tolerat- 
ing a “spoiled brat.” When he was 
grown he became her boomerang! 

Men spend their health to get 
wealth—then many times have to 
spend all their wealth to try to 
recover the health! The backlash 
of the boomerang! 


Lust, Always a Boomerang 
LUST, too, is a boomerang. 
How faithfully God warns us 
about this sin: “For the lips of 


eycomb, and her mouth is smooth- 
er than oil. But her end is bitter 
as wormwood, sharp as a two- 
edged sword. Her feet go down 
to death; her steps take hold on 
hell” (Prov. 5:3-5). Again God 
graphically describes the boomer- 
ang: “Lust not after her beauty 
\the strange woman] in thine 
heart; neither let her take thee 
with her eyelids. For by means 
of a whorish woman a man is 
brought to a piece of bread: and 
the adulteress will hunt for the 
precious life. Can a man take fire 
in his bosom and his clothes not 
be burned? Can one go upon hot 
coals, and his feet not be burned? 
. .. But whoso committeth adult- 
ery with a woman lacketh under- 
standing: he that doeth it de- 
stroyeth his own soul” (Prov. 6: 
29-28: 32). 

Sometime ago the Associated 
Press told the sordid story of a 
banker whose charred body was 
found with that of his paramour 
in a gutted hotel room where 
they had been engaged in a drunk- 
en orgy. His home was clear 
across the United States. No one 
could possibly know, he probably 
had thought. But three thousand 
miles made no difference. The 
boomerang came back upon him 
in fearful and fiery judgment— 
and everybody in America knew 
about it! Be sure your sin will 
find you out! Many brokenheart- 
ed young people who have fooled 
with the flesh found this out too 
late. 

Lewd magazines, dirty books, 
evil shows have led people into 
unmentionable sin and disgrace. 

Some parents specifically shun 
preachers and churches that would 
warn their children about the evils 
of the modern dance—only later 
to face the shame of an illegiti- 
mate grandchild. The boomerang! 


“Look not thou upon 
the wine . .. at the last it biteth 
like a serpent”. (Prov. 23:31, 32), 
God warns. 


Only recently I spent hours of 
several days trying to help a 
whiskey-soaked sinner to repent 
and trust Christ. Once he had 
made good money; once he had a 
happy home; once he even had 
taken -a Bible course, thinking 
of preparing for the ministry. But 


|drink got him. Now he is a red- 


nosed, bleary-eyed, sloppily-attired 
sot! The ruined career, the bro- 
ken-hearted wife, the disgusted 
children, the disgraced name, the 
poverty-stricken home testify to 
the surety of the boomerang! 


Just last Saturday night anoth- 
er man called me to his home at 
midnight. He had seen and heard 
our gospel telecast two nights 
earlier. He was much convicted, 
deeply chagrined, tearfully bro- 
ken in spirit. He said, ‘Preacher, 
something has just got to be done 
for me. I can’t go on like this!” 
He has had his whiskey delivered 
to the door while his children 
cringe and quail before his sprees, 
and his wife works to support 
him. Yet he was once a most able 
man in his trade. Now since social 
drinking “boomeranged,” he is de- 
feated, crushed, sick and often 
violent. 

A bartender here is in the hos- 
pital hanging on the borderline of 
eternity after a fearful and hor- 
rible auto crash. One cannot help 
but wonder how many such aw- 
ful wrecks that same man caused 
by the drinks he had served! 

A merchant in a city where I 
lived as a boy put beer in his 
restaurant. This was right after 
the repeal of prohibition and I 
remember in those days sinners 
were laughingly singing, “Happy 
days are ‘beer’ again!’ The man 
prospered. The cafe had to be 
enlarged. A dance hall was added, 
for dancing and drinking seem al- 
ways to go together. Then one 
day it happened. The boomerang

Infidelity Too 

INFIDELITY will eventually 
return as a boomerang. Truly, 
“The fool hath said in his heart, 
there is no God” (Ps. 14:la). A 
college student about to be exe- 
cuted for murder said that he 
blamed the ungodly college pro- 
fessor who had wrecked his faith 
for the life of crime into which 
he was led. 

The thousands of young minis- 
ters who are now filling liberal 
pulpits and spewing forth streams 
of theological poison will one day 
encounter the boomerang. 

A preacher friend told me re- 
cently of a successful but worldly 
clergyman who has continued to 
climb in the ranks of his denom- 
ination. He once knew the gospel 
of Christ, my friend said. But he 
began to trim his message to 
please man. A great. sorrow has 
since come to his home. And now, 
though the man is pastor of a 
fashionable and wealthy church, 
he has suffered a nervous break- 
down and hardly ever can enter 
his own pulpit, Is it not the boom- 
erang? 

And what can be said ‘for those 
preachers and religious leaders 
now embracing the so-called “new 
evangelicalism’”? Sooner or later 
compromise brings calamity. Like 
Samson, their spiritual locks are 
being shorn, and one day they will 
awaken to the fact that the Lord 
has departed from them! (See 
Judges 16:20.) 


Questionable Friends 


QUESTIONABLE FRIENDS 
often prove to be a boomerang. 


\ 
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“Amnon had a friend’ we read in 
II Samuel 13:3. But this so-called 
friend made a sinful and satanic 
suggestion which utterly ruined 
Amnon, leading him into an awful 
crime of immorality. Two years 
went by. Surely Amnon thought 
he had gotten away with his sin. 
But one day the boomerang came 
hurtling back—the sword of death 
in the hands of henchmen em- 
ployed by his own half-brother! 
Shun evil companions. “The com- 
panion of fools shall be destroyed” 
(Prov. 13:20). 


Selfishness 


. SELFISHNESS always becomes 

a boomerang. Selfish sinners are 
aptly described in Job 21 (and 
what a picture of multitudes of 
sleek, . selfish, scornful souls 
around us today!) ‘Wherefore do 
the wicked live, become old, yea, 
are mighty in power? ... Their 
houses are safe from fear... 
They send forth their little ones 
like a flock, and their children 
dance. They take the timbrel and 
harp, and rejoice at the sound of 
the organ. They spend their days 
in wealth, and in a moment go 
down to the grave. Therefore they 
say unto God, Depart from us; 
for we desire not the knowledge 
of thy ways. What is the Almighty 
that we should serve him? and 
what profit should we have, if 
we pray unto him? (Job 21:7; 9; 
11-15). The boomerang comes lat- 
er, in verse 17: “How oft is the 
candle of the wicked put out! and 
how oft cometh their destruction 
upon them! God distributeth sor- 
rows in his anger.” 


A woman who had lived a self- 
ish, stingy life now finds in her 
declining years that people shun 
her, and even her own children 
and. grandchlidren come around 
only as often as they just have to. 
Her life of selfishness has settled 
upon her in. a boomerang of lone- 
liness and despair. 


A father and mother not far 
from a city where I lived sent 
their little boy to Sunday School 
regularly. A pastor told me the 
parents lazily remained at home 
ignoring the Lord’s day, pursuing 
their own pleasure and neglecting 
their souls. One Sunday when 
they thought their child was at 
church his body was discovered 
floating lifelessly in a park lake. 
The youngster had learned his 
parental lesson well and had been 
skipping church to. go swimming. 
His parents should have known 
that someday, in one way or an- 
other, their example of selfish- 
ness would come home to them. 


Unbelief 


UNBELIEF (rejection of 
Christ) will ultimately prove to 
be a boomerang. “He that believ- 
eth |trusteth|} not is condemned 
already” (John 3:18). 


“If you believe not that I am 
he, ye shall die in your sins” (John 
8:24b). 


“The wages of sin 
(Rom, 6:23a). 


“  , he that believeth not shall 
be damned’! (Mark 16:16b). 


As to believe on Christ is to 
trust Him as one’s own personal 
Saviour, so to trust in one’s own 
good works is to reject Christ, in 
unbelief, “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: not of works, lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 


To trust in one’s own goodness 
is to reject Him, for “. .. there is 
none geo but one, that is, God” 
(Matt. 19:17). 


To trust in a lodge, or a church, 
or a religion to save, is to reject 
Him and perish in unbelief, for 
“Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved’ 
(Acts 4:12). 


One can be religious but lost! 
A nurse in a western state told 
about having nursed a minister 
who had been a very popular but 
worldly preacher and whose ac- 
tions and habits were questionable 
though he knew the language of 
fundamental Christianity. He had 
never seemed to take life serious- 
ly. She said he died in bitter 
anguish of soul crying that he had 
saved others but was not saved 
himself! 

Right now I could name three 
men with whom I used to plead 
for Christ when I was a pastor 
in a Florida city. Two of them

committed suicide by putting a 
pistol to the head and pulling the 
trigger. The third, a neighbor who 
lived just up the street from me, 
and to whom I had witnessed 
many times, recently died by tak- 
ing rat poison! Oh, the folly of 
rejecting the Saviour even for a 
moment! To remain in unbelief 
is to remain under the wrath 
of God. What a difference it would 
have made had those three men 
received Jesus Christ. But instead 
they perished in their unbelief. 
I could never make them see that 
one day their false philosophy and 
Christ-rejection would descend up- 
on them like a boomerang! 


Be assured that GODLINESS, 
too, becomes a boomerang. 


“If they obey and serve him, 
they shall spend their days in 
prosperity, and their years in 
pleasures” (Job 36:11). 

“... no good thing will he with- 
hold from them that walk up- 
rightly” (Ps. 84:11b). 


I thought of that when I re 
cently stayed in a beautiful air- 
conditioned home while conduct- 
ing a revival. The handsome and 
brilliant young husband had only 
a few short years before turned 
from a life of recklessness and 
sin to new life in Christ. The 
whole country took note of the 
change. And what did he lose by 
such a decision? Well, already he 
owns his own business and is pros- 
pering most miraculously. I stayed 
in his beautifully furnished home 
among picturesque pine trees. He 
has two fine automobiles. He is 
married to an exquisitely beauti- 
ful woman. Ara recently God gave 
them a charming little daughter. 
They are devoted Christians, and 
they humbly thank God for all 
that He has given them. “As I 
have done, so God hath requited 
me,” 


You see, the boomerang works 
both ways! 


Can You Beat the Game? 


Lost sinner, can you outsmart 
God’s law? Can you sin and get 
by? No, the Word of God teaches 
from beginning to end that sin 
must be punished, that one’s sin 
finds him out, that sin, unrepent» 
ed, unforgiven, sin not covered by 
the blood of Christ brings punish- 
ment and eternal judgment.
